Reliance Upon Credit 

Thousands of people who had 
never handled more than a few 
hundred dollars at a time settleo 
on the land in Western Canada, 
and found banks and manufactur 
ers willing to advance them money 
and extend them credit for thou- 
bands, and they had been allowed 
to grow into the belief that in Can- 
ada they were entitled to rely on 
credit to carry them along aJl the 
time. Consequently, many of these 
people“had not developed the habit 
of saving a few hundreds or a few 
thousands as @ reserve fund, but 
figured that, eo long as their books 
balanced all right, they could al 
Ways rely on credit. 

After the war, people whose aud 
vice the farmers felt justified in 
following, Governments, banks loan 
companies, and the like, adviseu 
the farmers to put all the money 
they had into live stock, because 
there would be a great market for 
it, Mr Weir said, 

Tobogganing Prices 

The farmers did so, and withi: 
eighteen months they saw liv: 
stock prices drop from the top t 
the bottom. This was a staggerin: 
blow and a huge amount was los! 
Many were financially crippled by 
it and have not yet recovered. The 
farmers could not be wholly held 
to blame for that ,especially those 
who came from Europe and relied 
on the advice of authoritative bod 
les. 

If those farmers bad been enab- 
led to retain their live stock, it 
would probably ultimately have 
been the meas of pulling them out 
of their troubles, but a great 
many weré forced to sell at bottom 
price ,
